Death of Sir- Henry Lucy. 


‘A Reuter's telegram announces. 


the, death of Sir Henry Lucy, 
well-known for many years as 
“Toby, M.P..” under which name 
he contributed his famous -Par- 
Hamentary diary in Punch. 


The late Sir Henry Lucy, who 
was 78 years of age, started life 
as an apprentice to a Liverpool 
merchant, but he soon drifted 
}into journalism. ‘He joined the 
staff of the Shrewsbury Chronicle 
in 1864 as chief reporter, and 
later went to Paris to study 
language and literature. He re- 
turned to London and joined the 
staff of the new morning 
edition of the Pull Mall Garette 
in 1870, whilst three years 
later he became” attached to 
the Duily News as a special cor- 
respondent and then joined the 
Gallery staff as writer of that 
papers Parhamentery summary. 
in 1886, he became editor of the 
Daily News, but he resigned that 
post in the following year, prefer- 
ting his earlier vocation in the 
Press. Gallery. He also contri- 
buted for many years Cross Bench 
articles to the Obserrer. In 1881, 
he started to write for - “Punch, 
creating the character of “ Toby, 
M.LP., and retired in 1916. The 
late Sir Henry Lucy was a pro- 
lific writer, and he was the author 
of numerous publications. In 
1912, he wrote "Sixty Years in 
the Wilderness,” whilst later he 
published “Nearing Jordan,” 
which formed a pleasing contin- 
uation of bis recollections, which 
were supplemented in 1922 by 
“The Diary of a. Journalist.”
